SEcTION 1. Section one of chapter twenty of the Amended—
general laws of 1866 is hereby amended so as to read manual o be
as follows: Section 1. It shall be the duty of the sec- Printd.
retary of state to cause to be prepared and printed by
the state printer, annually hereafter, for the use of the
senate snd assembly, a book to be denominated a
“ Manual,” which shall contain *Jefferson’s Manual,”
the rules and orders of the senate and assembly, joint
rules of the senate and assembly, list of senators and
assemblymen, and employes of each house, diagrams of
the senate and assembly chambers, statistical and other
information of the same description with that contained
in the books heretofore procured by clerks of the two
houses respectively, with such other matter as may be
deemed useful.

SecrioN 2. This act shall take effect and be in
force from and after its passage and publication.
